No standard test 
for tic testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is pres 
cribed . The medical Board should be given the discretion to 
improvise such rough texts e .g . rccording of visual acuity with 
rcduced illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darkened room after he / she has been 
there for 20 to 90 minutes. Candidates own statements 
should not always bc rclied upon , but they should be given 
due consideration . 

NOTE (6 ), - Ocular conditions other than visual acuity . - (a ) 
Any organic disease or a progressive refractive Error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be con 
sidered as a disqualification , 

(b ) Trachoma. - Trachoma, unless complicated shall not 

ordinarily be a cause for disqualification . 
( c ) Squint. - Where the presence of binocular vlslyn lo 

csscntial, squint, even if the visual acuity is of the 
prescribed standard should be congidered as a 

dixualification .

The Board will uge Its discretion regarding Blood Prcoure . 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows: 

(1) With young subjects 15 -25 years of age the average 

is about 100 plus the age . 
With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory , 


N . B . - As a general rule any systolic presgure over 140 and 

diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board 
before giving their final opinion regarding the 
candidate s fitness or otherwise. The hospitalization 
report should indicate whether the rise in blood 
pressure is of a transient nature due to excitement, 
etc., or whether it is due to any organic discase . In 
all such cases X - Ray and electro - cardiographic 
examinations of heat and blood urea clearance test 
should also be done as a routine. The final decision 
as to the fitness or otherwise of & candidate will , 
however , rest with the medical board only . 


9 . The following additional points should be observed :

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certificate 
and the medical examiner should state his opinion whether or 
not it is likely to interfere with the efficient performance of 
the dutice which will be required of the candidate . 
NOTE . - Candidates are warned that there is no right of 

appeal from a Medical Board , special or standing, ap 
pointed to determinc thelr fitness for the above ser . 
vices. If, however, Government are satisfied on the 
evidence produced before them of the possibility of - 
an error of judgment in the decision of the Arst 
Board , it is open to Government to allow an appeal 
to a second Board . Such evidence should be sub 
mitted within one month of the date of the commual 
cation in which the decision of the first medical 
Board is communicated to the candidate , otherwise

Method of taking Blood Presure. 

The mercury nanometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
patient, and particularly his arm , is relaxed , he may be either 
Tying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at tho 
patient s side in a more or less horizontal position . The arm 
should be freed from clothes to the shoulder . The cuff, com 
pletely deflated , should be applicd with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the armn , and its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow . The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to 
ruid bulging during inflation . 


I he brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applicd lightly and 
centrally over it below , but not in contact with the cuff . The 
cull in infated to about 20 mm . Hg. and then slowly deflated , 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds arc heard represents the Systolic Pressure. When 
more alr is allowed to cscape the sounds will be heard to 
Increase in intensity . The level at which thc well-heard clear 
sounds change to soft inuffled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic preasure. The measurements should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings , 
Rechecking , if necessary , should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff . (Sometimes , 28 the cuff 
is deflated soundy are heard at a certain level; they may dis 
appear 118 pressure falls and reappear at still lower level. 
This Silent Gap may cause error in reading). 


8 . The urinc (passed in the presence of the examiner ) 
should be exainined and the result recorded . Where a Medical 
Board finds sugar present in a candidate s urine by the usual 
chemical tests , the Board will proceed with the cxamination 
with all its ollier aspects and will also specially note any signs 
or symptomn suggestive of diabetes. It, except for the glyco 
suria , the Board finds the candidate conforms to the standard 
of medical fitness required they may pass the candidate " At 
subjey to the glycoguria being non -diabetic" and the Board 
will refer the case to a spedfied speciallst in Medicine who 
has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. The 
Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examination , clinical 
and laboratory , he considers necessary including a standard 
blood sugar tolerance test , and will submit his opinion to the 
Medical Board , upon which the Medical Board will base ita 
tipal opinion " it" or " unfit " . The candidate will not be 
required to appear in person before the Board on the second 
occasion . To exclude the effects of medication it may be 
necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital , 
under strict supervision . 


It should be understood that the question of fitness 

involves future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
Mecure continuous effective service , and in the case ot 
candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
carly pension or payments in case of premature death , 
It is at the same time to be noted that the question 
is one of the likelihood of continuous effcctlye ser 
vice , and that rejection of a candidate necd not be 
advised on account of the presence of a dcfect which 
in only a small proportion of cases is found to inter 

fere with continuous effective service . 
A lady doctor will be coopted as a member of the Medical
